HekatlrlThat M«t the Ej* on .tpproach- 


The attention of the traveler Is at 


first attracted by the colors of tte 
waters as he approaches land, and in 
the Innumerable bays and inner sounds. 
The blue remind* him of the Mediter- 
ranean, where the Mediterranean Is at 
its best, but among the island* the 
blue changes to emerald as vivid as the 
pope's ring, to Tyrian purple, to a

Assassinated at Lyons. 


Bis Murderer Refuses to Tell the 


Motive of His Awful Deed. 


Plunged * Dagger Into His Victim's 


Body as He Rode in a Carriage.

LTOXS. June li.—M. Sadi-Carnot, 


president of the French republic, is 
Jead. He was struck down Sunday 
night l>jr the hand of an assassin ami 
died soou after midnight. The most 
Intense excitement reign* throughout 
France. 


The president wa* vWtinp Lyons in 


ronneetiun with the international ei- 
hiliition. Upon hi* arrival here he 
was tendered a reception at the pre- 
fecture, after which he visited the 
exhibition. After spending home time 
there he proceeded to the I'alais de 
Commerce, where a banquet was {riven 
in his honor.

famous nurse, was born In Florence, 
Italy. In If21, taysm writer in the De- 
troit Free Press. Her father, William 
Edward Shore, of England, Inherited 
the estate of his {-rand-uncle. Peter 
Nigatingale, and, in pursuance of his 
will, assumed the name Nightingale. 
As the child of wealthy parents. Miss 
Nightingale was well educated. From 
early childhood the care of the sick, was 


favorite occupation of hers, and in 


1849 she entered, as a voluntary curse, 
a school of deaconesses to qualify her-' 
self to minister to the sick. In 1H4, at 
the solicitation of Secretary of War 
Sidney Herbert, she went to Constantl- 
nopleasthe superintendent of a staff of 
nursrs to care for the soldiers of Great 
liritain who were wounded In the 
Crimean war. liy her rare executive 
ability and thorough knowledge of 
what wa* necessary she made the hos- 
pital, which was in a most deplorable 
state, a model In thoroughness and 
perfection of its appointment*. 
So 


immense were her labors that she fre- 
quently stood for twenty hours in suc- 
cession ^giving directions. 
Notwith- 


standing this her pleasant smile and 
kind w-)rds to the sick made her almost 
Idolized by the army. She returned to 
England September 8. ISM. Her terv 
ices liave secured her the sincerest 
gratitude of the English people and a 
world renown. Queen Victoria sent 
her a letter of thanks, with a superb 
jeweL A subscription of two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars wxs raised 
to found an institute for the training 
of nurses under her direction, and the 
soldiers of the army, by a penny con- 
tribution, raised a sum sudeient to 
erect a statue to her honor, which she 
refused to allow.

The American people atv practically 


Interested In everything relating to 
the cost and the consumption of sugar. 
It enter* directly Into the domestic 
economy of every family. The In- 
crease or decrease of one or two cents 
In a, pound Is felt immediately from one 
end to another of this Voad land. 


It has been our misfortune that we 


have been almost entirely dependent 
for this staple of life upon the importa- 
tions from foreign countries. In case 
of war, quarantine or other unforeseen 
disasters, a diminution of the supply 
would cause- scarcity. Increase, prices 
here and bring much suffering, lie- 
cause of this fact our wisest statesmen 
have long sought by all proper means 
to foster its production, more especial- 
ly in Louisiana. Unfortunately, how- 
ever. It has been found impossible to 
raise it there In competition witti the 
coolie and slave labor of Cuba and 
other countries. 


Within recent years experiments 


have shown that sugar could be made 
from sorghum cane, and a considerable 
industry has been developed In Kansas 
aad other western states where farm- 
ers have produced large quantities of 
this article. More recently still the 
development of the beet root sugar in- 
dustry has been fostered in nearly 
every state between the Mississippi 
and the I'aeiCc. Various states have 
passed laws facilitating this work; ex- 
tensive plants for the manufacture of 
sugar have been erected and farmers 
throughout this area have suddenly 
found themselves favored with a good 
and cash market for a large and very 
important crop. 


The McKinley bill recognized all 


these conditions and at the tame time 
rave full weight to the fact that myar 
tavit Itfrtt. 
To be sure, sugar is used 


by the rich, but an increased price 
caused by duties would not be so gen- 
erally felt by them as by the middle 
and poorer classes. The problem was 
to make sugar cheap and keep it 
cheap, and, at the same time, foster 
cane, sorghum and beet root products, 
with a view to making us. partially at 
least, independent of foreign countries, 
and give oar farmers an additional 
crop and product.

We learn from IV^tus that the .

would thus grow ripe and rnddy; and 
there can lie little doubt that these' 
puppies, like the laaib sacrifice at 
llolne and King's Teignton. were a 
substitute for an original human vic- 
tim, Prof. Ramsay, the great authority 
on Phrygian . custom, bolieves that 
Attis was at first represented by a 
numan victim, \vh-> "was probably 
slain each year by a cruel death, just 
as the g'«l himself divd," and Mr. 
Frater has shown that A'.tis was 
essentially a gtnl of vegetation, that 
une of his epithets was '"very fruit- 
ful,™ that he was address,-:! as ''the 
reaped yellow ear <>f orn," and that 
the story of his sufferings, death and 
resurrection was interpreted as the 
ripe grain wounded by the reapi-r. 
buried in the granary, and coming tit 
life again when sown in the ground. 
Adonis, again, is one of these gi»li of 
vegetation, originally represented, no 
doubt, by a human victim. 


The famtms gardens of Adonis were 


baskets or pots filltil wit-a earth, in 
which wheat. Ixarley, and fl'>\vers were 
sown at the time when the women 


ere mourning over the dead Adonis. 


To this day, in Sicily, at the apprxach 
• it Easter, the women sow ivheat. len- 
tils and canary s«-vd ia pTates, which 
are kept in the dark and watered every 
two days. When the pTants sh'»»t up, 
"the plates containing them." says Mr. 
i'razer, -^arv placvd oa the sepulchre-i 
which, with trtligie.'s of the d«id Christ, 
are made up in I'rrain Catholic ami 
<in.M'k churches oa <;•»»! "t'riday, just as 
the <iard*ns of Ad'jnis were placed on 
the grave of the dead Adonis." Mr. 
I'razer has also potnted out the marks 
of a similar element in the worship of 
Osiris. He was a 'Icily of vegetation, 
the first to teach nu-n the nsc of corn, 
and his annual festival l>egan \vith 
plowing the earth- 


In one of the chapelt dedicated to 


Osiris, in the great temple of I>is, at 
1'hilae, the deail t«)dyof Osiris Is rep- 
resented with stalks of corn springing 
from it. and a priest is watering the 
stalks from a pitcher. Mr. *r'ra7.cr sug- 
gests that the legend of the mangle*! 
remains of the god being scattered up 
and down the land "m»y !>e a reminis- 
cence of the custom of slaying a human 
victim * * * • and distributing 
his flesh or scattering hi* ashes over 
the fields tr> fertilize them."* Indeed. 
Manetho tells us that the Egyptians 
used to burn red-haired men and scat- 
ter their ashes with winnowing fans. —

The banana* of scull and 
fairly gi««l variety flourish, but not in 
quantities sufficient to supply the 
wants of the island*. The oranges and 
lemons have succuml^tl to the scale, an.l 
the few other semi-tropical fruits are of 
no consequence. The islands are at 
times brilliant with various fl.iwers. 
but not in the vigor or profusion of 
southern California. Very fine indeed 
are the great fields of lilies la blovra 
(the export of the bulbs is one i>f the 
industries of the islands), and oc- 
casionally great fields of scarlet an>- 
aryllis excite the Imagination like » 
compact regiment of redcoat*.
